Indians and 
Koreans led on explosive growth in the country's Asian-

America’s huge Chinese community more than 
doubled in size during the decade — to 1.6. million. The 
number of Filipinos grew by more than 80 percent, to 1.4 
million. 

The smaller Indinn, Korean and Vietnamese 
communities each grew more than 1 25 percent. 

Asians and Pacific Islanders were the nation’s fastest- 
growing racial group in the 1980s, more than doubling 
their 1980 numbers. But at 7.3 million. thcy still moke up 
only 3 percent of the national population^ of 248.7 


Most of the growth came from immigrants. And most 
of those immigrants settled in California. Hawuii and 
New York.

That's as it sljeuld be, but in the pro- 
cess teachers have been reluctant to talk 
about religion at all. And that's unfortu- 
nate. 

Religion is a vital part of American life, 
anti for schools to ignore it because of the 
fear of lawsuits leaves a gap in students’ 
education. 

More to the point, it reinforces preju- 
dice and superstition, If Jews and Mus- 
lima-arc the. equals of Christian s, then 


sion. Most of us, whether we believe in 
God or not, have strong views about 
somebody elsc's religion. . 

That’s a dilemma that Americans have 
years, .and one 
we've avoided for the past 30. 

In die process, we’ve also avoided talk- 
ing about an important part of our legacy. 

Religion in the schools should be limit- 
ed to history, literature or comparative re- 
ligion classes - not science classes, where 
some zealots have tried to cany it. And 
school boards must insure that discus- 
sions of religion remain just that - discus- 
sions, not sermons. 

But the story of religion in America is, 
in many ways, the story of America. 

Part of the genius of the United States 
is how successfully we have balanced 
conflicting religious points of view. 

Protestants and Catholics kill each oth- 
er in Northern Ireland; they live next door 
to cuch other here. Muslims and Jews spit 
ori_ each other and hurl in sults in 
Jerusalem; in major American cities, there 
arc mosques aiul. synugogues on the same 
block. 

Every major religion in the world is_

The good news is' that the amount of rccy-

More people arc aware of the importance 
of recycling; more material {both in volume 
and in types of material) is being collected 
at various collection points and recycling 
centers. 

The bad news is much more complex and 
much more significant. , _ . 

Recycling is actually the third item on a 
list of priorities, behind reduction and rctksc. 
_Jn other words, we (government and busi- 
. ness and individual citizens) should be de- 
voting much more effort to solid waste re- 
duction and developing a reusable society. 

The price of recycled material has fallen' 
drastically. In many locations, the local re- 
cycling centers will accept some material 
but cannot pay for it. A few. operators com- 
mitted to recycling and to the programs they 
helped start over the past few years continue 
to accept material and then pay to have old 
newspaper hauled out of their establish- 
ments. 

They arc doing this because they hope 
that the price of newspaper will return to 
where they can make a minimal profit 

These same operators arc also aware that it

A bin to accept plastic grocery bags is a 
great public relations tool for the local gro- 
cery store. However, even recycling of plas- 
tic creates seriouS environmental problems, 
oil of which could be avoided by using a 
reusable shopping bag. 

At the other end of the recycling chain is a’ 
market for products made of recycled mate- 
rial. 

It is interesting that this renewed interest 
in recycling has actually created a situation 
where recycling is even less attractive (on a 

-purely economicuLbasis) than it- was before— , 

' Urtless we, the consuming public, demand 
and buy products mode from recycled mate- 
rial, this trend is going-tocontinue. 

Recycled paper, glass and old tires used in 
asphalt and other road material, plastic bins 
made of recycled plastic and cellulose fiber 
installation arc buTn few of the products we 
should be requesting. 

Recycling is important: It is a part oFthe 
solution. Reduction of materials entering the 
waste stream and reuse 6f as many products 
ns possible each make a greater, positive im- 
pact than recycling. 

Further, unless we generate a market by 
requesting recycled products, even our recy- 
cling efforti are going to be curtailed. . i

Spring-flowering bulbs suchas- 
tulips; daffodils and hyacinths 
have recently completed their 


What remains are leaves which 
will gradually turn brown and 
die. TTiose leaves are manufac- 
turing the food to produce new 
bulbs for next year’s bloom. As 
soon as the leaves start to turn 
brown the. new bulb is fully 
formed and they can be re- 
moved. 

If the bulbs have become over- 
grown with shrubs, or arc too 
crowded to bloom well, they can 
— bc-dug-and-foplante dr U- i s not — 
necessary to wait until fall to re- 
plant. In fact, just os the leaves 
arc beginning to turn brown is a 
better time to dig them. 

The stem, indicates clearly just 
.. where each bulb is located. They 
can be replanted immediately at - 
a less crowded spacing or a new 
location. They can also be stored i 
in a refrigerator for up to three «

months if you can’t decide where 
to plant them right now. 

Annual flowers such as petu- 
nias or marigolds can be plantfid 
on top of spring flowering bulbs 
for summer color. I usually do 
not wait until the leaves turn 
brown but simply plant flowers 
in between the bulbs. The 
’browning, bulb leaves can be re- 

Summer flowering bulbs arc 
normally planted in the spring. 
Because of our relatively short 
growing season, most should be 
started inside in pots. Some like 
tuberous begonias, dahlias and. 
anemones can be purchased as 
■potted plnnts in nurseries now. 

Gladiolus is one summer flow- 
ering bulb which can be planted 
difcctly outside in June and still 


bloom before, frost-. Gladiolus, 
are sometimes planted at two 
week- intervals from April until 


of flowers for cutting. 

All summer flowering bulbs 
except' lilies must be dug lb the 
fall and stored at a cool tempera- 
ture for the winter. Lily ‘bulbs 
can be planted in spring or fall. 
They arc just as hardy as tulips 
and daffodils. 

Bearded iris is sometimes clas- 
sified os a bulb although its root 
is actually o' rhizome. These 
spectacular flowers with long 
sword shaped leaves bloom this 
mon t h. T he best t im e to plant, di- 
vide or move bearded iris is in 
July or August hftcr they are 
through blooming. They bloom 
best if divided regularly about 
every three years.

Portable cooling devices such as 
window air conditioners and fans will 
woikbetter and last longer' if given' 
some simple maintenance. Cleaning 
and lubricating arc generally needed 


most but often ore igno 
until a heat wave hits. 

Start by making sure , the electrical 
cord and plug are in good condition. 
For safety, of course, the unit must be 
unplugged throughout a checkup. Ex- 
amine the cord for breaks ’or nicks 
and the plug for cracks or loose ter- 
minal posts. 

Suitable replacement cords can 
sometimes be obtained from manu- 
facturers or appliance-part dealers, 
but a substitute cord that doesn’t meet 
the appliance’s requirements can be 
os dangerous as a deteriorated. cord. If. 
yatt-ue in doubt about cord replace- 
ment, take the appliance to a qualified 
appliance-repair shop or discord it. . 

You can use a vacuum cleaner to 
clean the outer housings and grilles of 
air conditioners and fans.. A brush or 
crevice tool will eliminate loose dirt 
and dust. Most air-conditioner grilles 
nnd some fan grilles arc held in place 
with clips nnd screws, and you should 
remove them for better access when

coning. 

You can sometimes expose an air- 
conditioner chassis and inner parts, 
including the motor and condenser, 
by removing a few (retaining screws 
and sliding the chassis out of the case. 
Chassis removal is especially helpful 
when you are cleaning window or 
wall air conditioners left in place 
year-round. However, some units, es- 
pecially old ones, arc extremely 
heavy. In most cases, it is possible to 
heft the chassis to test the weight be- 
fore pulling it free. Removal of the 
rhnssi* permits the interior of an air- 
conditioner cose, os well os the con- 
denser, motor and fan, to be vacu- 
umed and cleaned. 

Greasy deposits are likely to re- 
main on parts of some applianc es af- 
tcr. vacuuming: You usunJlJTSah re- 
move the deposits with a mild spray 
detergent ana a damp sponge, but you 
must take carp not to get liquid clean- 
er or water in a motor or other clectri-. 
cal part. When cleaning, you should 


wipe all parts that get wet with u soft" 
cloth and then allow them to dry for 
' 24 hours before the appliance is used. - 
The motor is usually the only part' 
in an air conditioner or fan that might

Dc Mcrodc presented a report on the is- 
sue to the IOC Executive Board and said he 
expects it will receive final approval by the 
IOC next year. "I believe everybody is in- 
terested in doing this because they realize 
the difficulty and necessity of detecting new 
drags,” he said. “Taking blood is probably 
the only way to have a good test." 

Dc Mcrodc said blood tests would supple- 
ment urine samples, not replace them. “It 
will be a complementary test, a second 
chcc.” 


IOC spokeswoman Michele Vcrdier said 
blood tests would not be implemented until 
after the 1992 Barcelona Olympics. The 
earliest they could be used would be at the 
1994 Winter Games in Lillchammcr, Nor- 
way. 

The issue was first raised at the IOC’s 
Executive Board meeting in April.
